Stack was 
held to the grand jury on a charge 
of manslaughter by a Coroner's jury 
on Sept. 8, with a recommendation 
that he be admitte@ to bail. A cash 
bond of $10,000 was accepted by 
Judge Crowe.

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The Price of Bread. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
“Consumers’”’ complaint of Monday 
was only one of a universal clamor for 
cheaper prices. St. Louis bakers have 
the “proud distinction” of giving the 
bread-consuming public their product at 
heavier weights and lower prices than 


= any other market in the United States. 
{ Does Mr. Consumer know that Chicago 
4 paid 13c and 18c all of this year; Detroit 
i sold her bread for the same price; New 


York, Philadelphia, Washington, Buffalo, 

- San Francisco and Los Angeles all sold 
their bread from 1 to 3 cents per loaf 
more than St. Louis. The one exception 
among the larger cities being Kansas 
City, where 10 ounces of baked bread was 
given the consumer for 10c, while the St. 
Louis weights never averaged less than 
14 ounces. What price did the St. Louis 
baker get for bread when the price of 
flour was $15.00? For a period of two 
months some grocers asked lic and l6éc 
per loaf, while other dealers sold this 
bread at loc and lic. 

All the public gets as information 
through daily papers is “Flour prices 
lower; Minneapolis quotes $9.75 per bar- 
rel.” Immediately the clamor for cheap- 
er bread, not knowing that the price is 
f. o. b. Minneapolis, the delivered cost be- 
ing almost $1.00 per barrel more; that 
the baker (if he is a good business man) 
must have, at least, a 30-day supply of 
flour in storage to properly age, and an- 
other 20 to 30-day supply in transit from 
the flour mills. They read an article, 
“Bread ic cheaper in Winnipeg’; not 
knowing what the sale price had been in 
Winnipeg; it may have been 13c per loaf. 

Don't worry, Mr. Consumer, competi- 
tion will give you what you ask; there 
are more than 600 bakers in St. Louis 
giving you more bread for 10c today than 
you received one month ago. 

Let me ask, do you use bread as a 
wholesome food, or only to assist in push-

The farmers of the 
United States have already paid out millions for the 
Senate’s “famous victory,” and every American in- 
dustry is now paying for it. 
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“We must face momentous problems,” said Mr. 
Harding at New Orleans, “and must face them with 
resolute courage, practical wisdom and patriotic de- 
termination.” With those shining words to light the 
way, we shall go onward and upward without stubbing 
a toe, or puncturing a tire, or warping a wing.

TWO UNUSUAL HOMICIDES. 

Of the seven homicides in St. Louis between: Sat- 
urday and Monday two were attended by circum- 
stances that stand out even among crimes of unusual 
quality. One is the case in which a park guard was 
killed in attempting to halt Mr. and Mrs. S. S. Scott 
while they were crossing Forest Park at an early hour 
Sunday morning. 

The late return of the couple from a Saturday eve- 
ning visit had been rendered the later because they 
conveyed another guest to his home. On a park drive- 
way they noted their machine was betng pursued by 
another car of rather nondescript appearance. At the 
top of ‘a hill they were cut off from advancing by 
the suspicious vehicle and a man, rather “roughly 
dressed,” according to Mr. Scott, Jumped up on the 
running board of the Scott machine with a gruff 
inquiry. Seizing a pistol from a pocket of the motor 
car, Mrs. Scott, who says that she never before dis- 
charged a firearm, shot the man dead. It then ap- 
peared that two ununiformed park guards had fol- 
lowed the Scotts, their only reason for such a course 
apparently being that the machine of the latter had 
its curtains up.
